Tho folly of combining larm price aupporta 
with Ineffective production control* la being 
highlighted by the government's plan to 
throw away GO,000,000 bushels of potatoes It 
expects will bo left over from the 1940 crop. 
> About a month ago when all the disgust- 
ing details started coming to light, Secretary 
of Agriculture Brannan admitted the depart- 
ment already had bought 20,000,000 bushels 
and expected to acquire perhaps another 10,-

The purchases are made under the pro- 
gram requiring the "government "to support 
potato prices at CO per cent of the so-called 
parity level— a price plane designed to give 
farmers adequate buying power.

"What do you consider the most 
Important" values to be expected 
from a college education? What 
changes do you eipect In teaching 
methods and" curriculum of social 
life In order to obtain more of these 
Yalucs? Should a 'major 1 be required 
of every student, or should the time 
of some be freed for fairly Intensive 
study In a number of fields?" 

These were some of the questions 
presented ot tho lost meeting of 
the Twin Foils chapter of American 
Association of University Women by 
Mrs. C. H. Krengel.
